rank as leutenant-colonel and field-en- 
gineer, and commanded as fuch on the 
Spanifh main, in Rattan, and on the 
Mufquito fhore, and bay of Honduras.’ 
After this, at Cape Gracias a Dios, he 
put himfelf at the head of the inhabi- 
tants, who voluntarily folicited him to 
take the command, and retook from 
the Spaniards, Black river, the princi- 
pal fettlement of the coaft. For this 
fervice he received the thanks of the 
governor, council, and aflembly of Ja- 
maica, and of the king himfelf. In 
1783, he was promoted to the rank of 
colonel. In 1784, he was appointed 
firft commiffioner for fettling and re- 
ceiving the territory ceded to Britain 
by the fixth article of the definitive 
treaty of peace with Spain in 1783. 
He as a colonel fo well difcharged his 
duty, that he was appointed fuperiuten- 
dant of his majefty’s affairs on the coaft 
of Honduras, which office he held much 
to the advantage of the crown of Eng- 
land, for he obtained from: that of 
Spain fome very important privileges. 
The clafhing interefts, however, of the 
inhabitants of this coalt, produced 
much difcontent, and the colonel was 
by a party of them, accufed of various 
mifdeameanors to his majefty’s miniftere. 
He now came home, and demanded 
that his conduct fhould be inveltigated, 
but was, after two years conftant at- 
tendance on all the departments of go- 
vernment, at laft told by minifters, that 
there was no charge againft him worthy 
of inveftigation; that his majefty had 
thought proper to abolifh the office of

fuperintendant at Honduras, otherwife 
he fhould have been reinftated in it. 
But he was then and on every occafion, 
aflured that his fervices fhould not be 
forgotten, but in due time meet their 
reward. 

It appears, however, that no further 
notice was ever taken of his paft hono- 
rable and pratfeworthy conduct, which 
no doubt highly irritated the colonel’s 
fulceptible and feeling mind; and it is 
highly probable, that the defigning and 
difaffeéted had taken advantage of his 
ftate of mind, to detatch him from loy- 
alty, and engage his fuperior under- 
ttanding and abilities in that miftaken 
caute, for which his litg has now paid the 
forteit. 

Soon after the commencement of the 
French revolution, col. Defpard was 
committed to prifon, without any 
caufe being affigned; but was liberated 

after fome weeks confinement. On the 
fufpention of the habeas corpus aét, he 
was again confined for a confiderable 
time, {till without any vifible caufe ; 
but was at length fet at liberty on his 
own recognizance, —From this time he 


continued at large till the 16th of Nov. 
laft, when he was again taken into cul- 


tody at the Oakley arms, J.ambeth, 
with about 3e other perfons. In confe- 

uence Of the lalt apprehention, the co- 
lonel and 12 of his aflociates, were 
brought to trial, 10 of whom were 
found guilty of high treafon. 

The other unfortunate perfons who 
were tried and fuffered along with mr. 
Defpard, were all men in humble fitua- 
tions of life, but of refpeétable cha- 
yacters. DGroughton and Macnamara 
were carpenters; Graham was a matter 
flater, and had a fimall yearly income 
from government ; Wrattan was a fhoe- 
maker; Francis and Wood were foldiers.

I fancied I 
faw fpread before me on the ground a 
map of Europe, the {paces between the 
interfeétions of the countries painted 
with the moft lively green and yellow, 
exhibiting a pleafing picture of nature 
and her luxuriances ; when all at once, 
methought a tall _— of majettic ap- 
pearance, with a {word in its hand, 
and its feet bathed in human gore, 
ftrode acrofs the verdant carpet, and at 
every flep left flains of blood. I a- 
woke at the frightful vifion, and involun- 
tarily exclaimed * Ambition.’ 

The next degree of greatnefs that 
deftroys the focial intercourfe ’twixt na- 
tiou and nation, and man and man, is 
that which denominates ‘a politician.’ 
A. great politician (asit is called) isthe 
legitimate offspring of cunning and 
corruption, ‘capable of doing great mif- 
chicfs, and incapable of humanity. From 
him the polluted itream flows inte the 
opinions and fentiments of all ranks, 
from the higheft to the lowefi, and 
turns the natural courfe of human ac- 
tions. The prefent refined fyftem of 
art, and fimulation in politics, bufinefs, 
and manners, may be attributed to the 
falfe and dangerous opinion that little is 
to be gained by ingenuoufnefs and truth. 
‘The ‘conqueror {miles at the notion of 
! faith in treaties ; the ftatefman 
ridicules what he calls romantic honef- 
ty; and the man of bufinefs looks 
with ineffable contempt on the plain 
dealer. The manners of the times af. 
fume the fame character of deception, 
and falfe pretences are the refources of 
the greater as well as the {maller fwin- 
dler. The fpirit of politics is transfuf- 
ed into the moft common actions of 
life ; and {pecioufnels of words, failure 
of promifes, and concealment of truth, 
conftitute the charaéter of our tranfac- 
tionsin the world, affifting the general 
depravity, till it will {well to that enor- 
mous height when it muft break its 
mounds. 

It is not fufficient that fome will fay, 
it has ever been fo, and ever will be; 
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that we muft go with the ftream ¢ and 
that a virtuous adminiftration exif, 
only in theory. Such wife and excel. 
lent maxims have but one faut, they 
are not true; both moral and phyfical 
evil increafe or decreafe in an equal ratio 
with the good or bad difpofitions of 
the times ; andit is in the power of 
men and nations, by their mutual reej. 
procities and regard for juftice, to be 
much happier, co-lectively and indivi. 
dually, than they are. The manners 
of the prefent day prefent only great 
and monitrous deviations from morality, 
religion, and virtue, fo eftablifhed, that 
they frown with audacious effrontery 
upon the humble advocate of truth, and 
threaten and awe the juit man and pa- 
triot into flence. ‘There is, indeed, a 
being who erects himielf into public no. 
tice, falfely called a patriot, who 
founds the trumpet of reform ; all are 
altonifhed to behold his pure and difin- 
terefled actions.during an eleétion ; he 
fhakes hands with the butcher, drinks 
his glafs with the tallow-chandler, and 
‘hugs the greafy rogues, they pleafe 
him fo;’ his heart overflowe, and his 
tongue moves with the ftream of his 
time-ferving honefty, while it lafts, 
but view him feated in parliament, and 
where dozs he take his place? True to 
his principles, we find him on the oppofi- 
tion fide. Abfurd farce! played by crook- 
ed policy. What has truth to do with 
party. ruth difclaims the diftiné. 
on, and aflerts her proud prerogative 
in any place; patty is the convement 
medium of ambition. True patriotifm 
has nothing to do with her, and ac- 
knowledges no fide but truth. 

But to return to the epithet great. 
There is in the opinions of philofophya 
much higher denomination ; it is good ; 
a title little efteemed, and feldom fought 
for. Let us not imagine, however, that 
it is extinct, or that ambition may not, 
in the hour of peace, dire& its views 
for the happinefs of mankind, and be: 
come a candidate for the beft of all 
diftinétions. Let the conqueror recol- 
le& that he has, according to the anci- 
ent and received opinions of the bett 
men, to hive elfewhere than in hiltory. 

It becomes, then, the conqueror to 
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ofider, whether there is not much 
»ore honour to be achieved in aiding 
bie patriot intereits of a noble and 
ace happy repubhic, from a pure and 
stntereited love of liberty, and a de- 
e to meliorate their condition, than 
om any motive of aggrandizement of 
Merritory, which, while it pretends to 
Bferve, robs them of their deareft privi- 
Heges and hereditary rights. The fate 
Hof Poland is a difgrace to Europe, and 
phe injutice of high powers an example 
Sf fraud to leffler communities, even 
Trom the public to the private family. 

Happy for us, in this country the ti- 
tle of good is to be found in the crown. 
The king is good: the king loves his 
Fobjedts; and the lafting cement of their

Ciftreffed fituation of my mother, force 
“toit. And who is vour father; re- 
Pued the gentleman. He was a-mer- 
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chant, fir, who had acquired much 
credit, and was beginning to make tis 
fortune, when the failure of one of his 
correfpondeuts entirely ruined him. To 
our great misfortune he did not furvive 
this calamity, forin a month after, he 
died broken-hearted. My mother, 2 
younger brother, and mylelf, remain- 
ed, reducedto want. I fouudan afy- 
lum in the houfe of one of my father’s 
friends: my mother has endeavoured 
till now to maintain herfelf and my 
younger brother, by working at her 
needle ; but init night fhe was taken 
ferioufly ill, and I fear for her life. [ 
am deftitute of every thing, and know 
not how to obtain the affiltance the 
ftands fo much in need of. Unaccul- 
to beg, I dare not prefent mytelf to 
thofe who know me. You, fir, are a 
ftranger; before you I have dared to 
conquer the fhame I feel. Pray, fir! 
have pity on my unfortunate mother; 
enable me to procure the afliitance her 
diltreffes require. 

When he had done fpeaking, he 
burft into a flood of tears, the gentle- 
man was touched to the heart. Does 
your mother live far from here? Sir, 
replied the youth, fhe lives at the laft 
houfe in this ftreet, on the Ieft hand 
fide, on the third floor, Has any 
phyfician been to fee her yet ? I was 
juft going to look for one, fir; but 
know not how to recompente his trou- 
ble, nor how to provide what he may 
prefcribe. The unknown gentleman 
took out of his purfe a few florins, and 
giving them to him, defired him to run 
immediately for a phyfictan, and pro- 
cure fome affiftance for his mother. 
The youth, with the fimple, yet ener- 
getic expreflions of a grateful heart, 
returned him his mol tincere thanks, 
and flew away. 

The unknown perfonage, obferving 
that the youth went another way, de- 
termined to go and fee the fick widow. 
When he had afecnded the tlairs, he 
entered a fmall room, which was both 
poorly ard fcantily furntfhed: a crazy 
table, an old chett of drawers, a bed 
where the infirm woman laid, and ano. 
ther fmall bed, were all its contents. 
The poor woman was in the creatett 
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ftate of deje&tion,-and her little fon 
melting in tears, was at the foot of her 
bed. She was trying to comfort him: 
but alas! poor woman! the ftood too 
much in need of comfort herfelf. ‘The 
gentleman, moved with pity, defired 
her to take courage, and began to quef- 
tion her as aphyfician, refpeéting her 
ilinefs. She gave him a concife account 
of it, then with a figh, and thedding 
tears, ah, fir! my illnefs proceeds 
from fo great a caufe that no medical 
fkill can remedy it. I am a mother, 
and the anfortunate mother of children, 
who are alfo unhappy. My dittreffes, 
and thofe of my clrildren, have wound- 
ed my heart too deeply. Death alone 
can terminate my evils; but yet I trem- 
ble at the thoughts of the mifery to 
which my poor children will be expof- 
ed. Here her tears redoubled. She 
related her misfortunes, which the fup- 
pofed phyfician diilembled knowing be- 
fore, and this drew freth tears from his 
eyes. Xt lait,—come, faid he, do not 
defpait ; heaven will not negle& you: 
I pity your misfortunes. But heaven 
is provident ; you will uot be forgotten. 
Think only of preferving a life which 
is fo precious to your children. Have 
you gota piece of paper to write a 
prefcription upon? She tore a leaf from 
a copy book, in which her younger 
fon, about feven years of age, learned 
to write. When the unknown gentle- 
man had done writing, this remedy, 
faid he, will begin to relieve you; and 
if needful we thall try a better one: 
therefore I hope you will foon be well. 
He then left the writing on the table, 
and went away. Immediately after, 
the elder fon returned. My dear mo- 
ther, faid he, be of good heart. Hea- 
ven pitics us. See what a gentleman 
has generoufly given me this morning : 
this will be cnough to laft you feveral 
days. Ihave likewiie been for a phy- 
ficran, and he will come ina few mi- 
nutes. Quiet your forrows, and com- 
fort your mind. Ah! my fon, faid 
the mother, come here, let me embrace 
you. Heaven favours your innocence: 

A phyfici- 
an, whom I do not know, has been 
here, and is juit gone ; fee his preferip- 





tion on the table; go, and fetch 
what he has ordered.

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parent earth. The molt luxuriant w- 
gour of vegetation is here contrafted 
with its final diffolation, and prefents 
to the mind a ttriking ptéture of the 
operations of nature, who left to herfelf, 
never deflroys but that fhe may agaia 
create. 

‘ The trees in this foreft did not grow 
fo clofe together to prevent us from 
penetrating into it. We walked fora 
long time over ground, where water, 
impeded in its courfe, has formed itfelf 
into marthes, the borders of which we 
examined. Deeper within the foreft, 
we found ‘{mall rivulets that contained 
very good water. Almotlt every where 
the foil confilted of a very fine mould, 
produced by the decay of vegetables, 
over a bed of reddifh, and fometimes 
greyifhfand. In fome places it confift- 
ed of an argillaceous kind of earth, 
which imbibing the water with great 
facility, forms itfelf into bogs ; in 
others this earth has been wafhed away 
by the water filtrating through the 
ground fo as to form pools, and fome- 
times deep holes, the furface of which 
being coverred with plats, one does not 
eafily apprehend any danger in approack- 
ing them, but by the tuadvertency of a 
fingle moment may fall into them una- 
wares. An accident of this kind hap- 
pened to the furgeon of the Efperance, 
who, while he was hunting, fet his foot 
upon what he took to be firm round, 
and fell into a very deep bog. ¢ im- 
mediately difappeared ; but fortunately 
he was able to {wim. 

‘ We found fome rudiments of huts 
in thefe woods, confifting of a frame- 
work made of the branches of young 
trees, and defigned to be afterward filled 
up with pieces of the bark, which the 
natives always ule to cover the outfide 
of their cabins. | 

‘zoth, A {mall ifland, fituate s 
42° w, about 2,500 toifes from the an- 
choring ftation, had been denominated 
Partridge ifland by fome of our crew 
who difcovered it. Citizen Riche and 
myfelf {pent the following day upon 
the ifland: but inftead of partridges we 
found a great number of quails there. 
Whether thofe who had firit vifited it

or whether the partridges had fince left 
the ifland, IU muft leave undecided. 

‘This fmallifiand is upward of 100 
toifes in tength, and fituate of 43° 23 
20° slat. “The new {pecics of parfley, 
which [had denominated aprum proffra- 
tum, grew m abundance upon the fhore, 
almoft as far as high water mark. We 
took a great quantity of it on board 
with us. 

‘No frefh water is fcund upon this 
Mand; thongh feveral forfaken huts 
fiewed that it had been frequented by 
the favages. 

‘"'Iwo of the officers of our veffel, 
Cretin and Dauribeau, went about fix 
e’clock in the morning to furvey the 
eoalt to the eaftward of our ftation, 
where they found feveral bays extending 
from xwto st. They obferved feveral 
erecks, which formed as many harbours, 
Puta {trong contrary wind prevented 
then, from eramiming them farther into 
the land. Seeing feveral fires ata {mall 
diffance from the -fhore, they determin- 
ed to land; when as foon as they lad 
entered the woods, th cy teund four {ava- 
res employe: iain lay’ ing tuel upon three 
tmall fires, about which they were fit- 
ting. "Fhe favages imm ediately fled, 
setwithtandmg all the figns of amity 
which they had made them, leaving 
their crabs and fhell-hth broiling upon 
coals. Near this place they faw other 
$res and huts.

But this ftep was very near prov- 
ing their ruin: their fail fell into the 
fea, and the boat, being fuddenly ftop- 

din its courfe, foon began to be fill- 
ed with water by the violence of the 
furge. At length they arrived, over- 
come with fatigue, under the fhelter of 
the ifland, where the calm that pre- 
vailed afforded them a pleafing refpite 
from their toils and dangers.

Another interview with the natives 
is thus related. 

‘ One of the officers of the Recherche, 
following a beaten path made by the 
favages through the woods, met fix of 
them walking flowly toward the fouth, 
who were all ftark-naked, and armed 
with javelins fixteen or eighteen feet in 
length. Their furprife at fo unexpeet- 
ed a rencounter was vifible in thet 
countenances ; but their number in- 
{piring them with courage, they ap- 
proached at the invitations of the Eu- 
ropean, and bound round their heads 
a handkerchief and neckcloth which he 
offered them. They, however, ap- 
peared terrified at the fight of his hang- 
er, which he fhowed them how to ufe; 
nor were their fears quieted till he made 
them a prefent of it. He endeavoured 
in vain to perfuade them to come to the 
place where our fhips lay at anchor : 
the favages walked away, following the 
fame path in adire&tion oppolite to that 
which led to the fhore. 

‘ Some of our men having landed on 
the other fide of the ftrait, came to a 
large fire, round which eight favages, 
each of whom had a kangarow {kin 
wrapped round his fhoulders, fat warm. 
ing themfelves under the fhelter of four 
fences againft the wind. They imme- 
diately ran away as foon as they faw our 
people. 

‘ An old woman who had the care of 
their provifions, which fhe did not choofe 
to leave behind her, was foon overtaken 
by fome of the failors. She accepted 
with an air of fatisfaétion, an handker. 
chief that was given her, but was fo ter- 
rified at the fight of a hanger, which 
they prefented toher, that fhe leapt down 
a precipice more than forty feet in 
height, and ran away among the rocks, 
where they foon loft fight of her. 

‘I donot know whether thofe who 
related this adventure in a different | 
manner, wifhed to make themfelves mer- 
ry at the expence of the reft, when they 
afferted that the age of this woman was 


no fecurity for her againit the attempts 
X 
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of fome of the failors : however, the 
was ftill voung enough to make her 
efcape, leaving behind her two bafkets, 
in which were found a lobfter, fome 
mufcles, and a few roots of a fern, 
which I recognifed to belong to a new 
fpecies of pteris, of which I had before 
colle&ed a confiderable quantity. Pro- 
bably the favages chew thefe roots, in 
order to exprefs the nutritious juice, 
which always abounds more or lefs in 
plants of this {pecies. 

‘ This woman like the other favages, 
had the fkin of a kangarou wrapped 
about her fhoulders ; fhe had likewife 
another of thefe {kins bound round her 
waiit in the form of an apron. I fup- 
pole that the had provided herfelf with 
this piece of clothing, more on account 
of the inclemency of the feafon, than 
from a principle of modefty ; for thofe 
of the favage women who were feen’ at 
Adventure-bay by captain Cook, at a 
diftance of not many hundred toifes 
from this place, were ftark naked; and 
it is not probable that there fhould be 
much difference of manners between the 
natives of two countries fo near to each 
other. | 

When off Bouka ifland, they were 
enabled to hold fome intercourfe with 
the natives. 

‘A canoe, with nine natives on 
board, put off, and itecred towards us. 
We immediately hove to in order to 
receive them; but they lopped wichin 
three hundred toifes of the fhip, and 
fhowing us their ifland, made figns to 
invite us on fhore. ‘here were but 
feven paddlers in the canoe; two other 
natives feemed wholly occupied in bail- 
ing out the water, which beat over the 
fides of the canoe, and in obferying our 
movements. 

‘A native put off alone from the 
beach, on a catimarran, and paddling 
with the greatcit celerity, came and 
joined the canoe, which | kept 
always to the windward of us. Though 
a very old man, he appeared to be fill 
very robuil. After having viewed us 
for fome minutes, he plied toward the 
ifland, as rapidly as he had come off. 
He appeared to be a meflenger difpatch- 
ed by the inhabitants, to make his ob-

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‘We learned from the Efperance, that 
feveral of them pronounced the word 
Bouka, the name which general Bou- 
gainville gave to their ifland.

* The betel, which gives a bloody tint 
to their large mouths, adds to the ugli- 
nefs of their appearance. 

‘Their ears are loaded with large 
rings made of fhells, the weight of 
which contributed to the large fize of 
thofe organs. Some had red and white 
ftreaks traced upon their bodies ; and 
we obferved one whofe hair and nofe 
were {prinkled with a red earth, which 
appeared to be ochre. Some had brace- 
lets formed of the fibres of the cocoa- 
nut butik. 

‘Their hair was curled, thick and 
buthy, lke thatot many papows, whom 
we afterward met with. 

. bbey are in the practice of pluck- 
ing the hair from everv pait of the bo- 
dy. There was but one feen, on 
board the Liperance, who allowed his 
beard to grow. 

¢ All of them had their Soensas girded 
with a cord, which went feveral times 
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about the body, and feemed only &, 
figned as a point of fupport, to increas,

pointed. The joining is ingenious 
tailened with about thirty turns o 
bark, as 1s alfo the part of the arrow 
which bears upon the ftring, to give!

I. fometimes meet inthis wor 

with very diverting originals 

who feem to act their part merely te 

the amufement and inftruction of thet 

fellow creatures. I have lately becom 

acquainted with a being of this kind. 

His hiftory would fill feveral volumes; 

but as I have neither time nor inclinat 

on to write it, [ fall content my foLf wits 
giving a Lola ciate: of it. 

Giacomo Della Rocca was born it 
Italy, on the banks of the Tiber, 10 
far from the moft celebrated city int 
univerfe. He was very ftrongly di 
pofed to be difcontented with . 
thing, At twenty years of age, * 
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| - atoted a kind of examination of 


every government, without being able 
6g find one to which he could accom- 
modate himielf. This throne was 
founded on the ruins of liberty, the 
other tottered to its fall: on a third 
was feated a vicious prince; in this 
monarchy there were too few wife in- 
fitutions ; in another all feemed to be 
going at random. In fuch a republic 
riches only were efteemed ; in another 
nothing was to be feen but mafks; this 
was compofed only of fpeculators, and 
that of arrogant nobles. Although he 
was left to his own choice, and the 


forms of government were fo diverfified, 
M. Della Rocca was not the more 


happy on that account. Sole heir to 
immenfe fortune, he experienced the 
idereft indulgence from his parents, 
who, obferving with pain their fon’s 
cloomy and difcontented dilpofition, 
propoted to him to tray el, 

But this propofal occafioned frefh 
embarraflment : what climate could 
pleafe a man who drew his firft breath 
vader an Italian fky, in the bofom of 
the native country of the arts, on a 
foil fo fertile and fo highly favoured ; 
he might, at moft, look for other men, 
in order to compare them with his 
countrymen, to make his courte of ex- 
periments, and become acquainted with 
mankind ; but to feek a country where 
the luminary of day fheds a more geni- 
al influence, where nature is more lavith 
ot her bounties, would be the height 
of folly ! However, M. Della Rocca is 
determined to travel; itis, im fact, the 
only method of diverting hts mind. His 
parents give their content to their fon’s 
departure. 

But for what country? That is a 
queition not very ealily decided. To 
England? The weather is cold and fog- 
gy; they burn coal there; the people 
are fo free that they may infult you with 
impunity ; they eat delle carne; bad 
fare for M. Della Rocca. We will not 
go to England, 

To the North? There it freezes.— 
No, Scandinavia—Pruffia is too military 
—The Germans are too ceremonious— 
Uhe ice of the Neva is difmal and dan- 
grouse Uhe Helvetian is not polifhed 
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1802. (Bs 
enough— Batavia is marfhy—The air 
of Brabant is damp, thick ,unwholefome 
—ihe Turk fhuts up or veils his wo- 
men—Poland is a flat country, and 
M. Della Rocca loves variety. What 
might influence him to determine upon 
vifiting that country is, that his 
ther poflefled large efkates there. But 
it was not for intereft that he travellee ; 
and in that refpe¢t every country was 
equally indilerent to him. The {port 
of a thoufand defires, he faw oniv a 
dull uniformity in the advantages he 
enjoyed. Giacomo wanted a tempe- 
rate climate, with a perfect dilfinction 
of feafons, a country tuhabited by 
amiable, cheerful, lively, fenfible wo- 
men; by men of affable behaviour, 
whofe occupations were varied, and 
who were ftrangers to the horrors of 
ennui.—M. Della Rocca took the road 
to Paris. 

However fertile in pleafures that 
theatre of wonders may be, it yet falls 
fhort of the wifhes of a madman, who 
has the misfortune to be eternally tor- 
mented with detires.—The women were 
not what he had imagined them: their 
looks had too much affurance ; modell ¢ 
had not taught them to hold down their 
heads ; they poflefled the quality of 
{fmiling without having an inclination, 
of being abfent intentionally; of look- 
ing at an object which they did nor 
perceive, in order to fee another on 
which they never caft their eyes; of 
hearing without underftanding ; of re- 
ceiving in the moft gracious manner a 
perfon whom they violently difliked: 
one carelefsly ufed an eye-glafs for 
which fhe had no neceflity ; another 
met the general gaze with an air of ap- 
parent ignorance that fhe was the object 
of it, and knew how to remove hair: 
that did not incommode her, for the 
purpole of fhewing her hand; laily, 
the eyes of a third would have appeared 
perfectly inanimate without the fire of 
voluptuoutnels or the lightning ofenvy, 
and rouge and white had fupplanted the 
rofes and lilies in her complexion. He 
did not tell me in what light he viewed 
the men; all J know is, that he embark- 
ed for America. 

The was was juit concluded, and 
the 
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the new world was exhibiting to the 
old a new form of government, perhaps 
capable of fatisfying AJ. Della Rocca. 
He carried with him his difcontented 
difpofition, Life appeared to him only 
a prolongation of a tedious moment ; 
the air was toc thick or too fharp; the 
tints of the foliage were not fufficientl 
diverfified ; the morning fearcely dif- 
tered at all from the evening; and one, 
day refembled the other. For the reft, 
they might have had better laws at 
Philadelphia; they have not profited 
fufhciently by the leffons of experience ; 
and the manners and circumftances 
of the new ftate fhould have been more 
particularly confulted. As to the 
country, in vain did the ttriking beauty 
of animmeufe view, diverfified by the 
plaitic hand of nature, prefent itfelf to 
his eyes. It was not for him that the 
enamelled meadows gliftened, that the 
birds tung, that the flowers exhaled 
their pertumes, that the limpid itreams 
micandered through plains of the molt 
delightful verdure. 

It is not my intention to follow our 
difcontented gentleman in his travels, 
and the reader will allow me to fuffer 
him to proceed alone to the iflands, 
the Indies, Africa, ditapproving of all 
he faw there; finding fault with all thei 
cultoms, all their inflitutions: difco- 
vering that man in a ftate of nature 
was too favage, and polifhed nations 
£00 

After an abfence of ten years, he re- 
turned to Europe: he arrived immedi- 
ately after the partition of Poland, 
which had been divided into three por- 
tions without his confent. The eftates 
belonging to our traveller’s mother, fi-

‘His majefty thinks it neceflary to 
acquaint the houfe of commons, that as 
very contiderable military preparations

induced to make his communication to 
his faithful commons, in the full perfua- 
fion that, whilft they partake of his 
majefty’s earneft and unvarying folici- 
tude for the continuance of peace, he 
may rely with perfect confidence on 
their public fpirit and liberality to ena- 
ble his majeity to adopt fuch meafures as 
circumitances may appear to require, 
for fupporting the honour of his crown, 
and the effential interefts of his peo- 
ple. ‘Go. B. 

A more important communication 
was never made to parliament—we be- 
lieve, we may add too, @ more unex- 
pectedone.

Ia 
this country the intereft of the fovereiyn 
and of every clafs of his dubjects was 
the fame. It could not be doubted 
that at this moment the moft pertect

{pirit worthy of our anceltors, the dif- 
ferent orders ef the ftate would relolye 
in a body to ftand or fall together.

and which our moderation and forbear- 
ance have not been able to avert. 
When language is made ute of in dt- 
plomatic intercourie which by no rule 
of forbearance and caution can be con- 
ftrued to mean any thing but defence! 
When a deliberate meflage ts delivered, 
demanding an antwer ot a {pecific kind, 
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and threatening that a refufal will be 
confidered as a declaration of hoftilities 
----what alternative remains? 

Though nothing has been allowed to 
tranfpire officially, it is no fecret in the 
well informed circles, that fuch language 
has been made ufe of in the difcuffions 
which for fome time have occupied the 
two governments. How the fecret 
has tran{pired, fs not our province to 
decide. Time, perhaps will explaim 
it. At prefent we fhall only give two 
inftances that have come to our 
knowledge of the complexion alluded 
to. Let the public then determine 
whether it was poffible for minifters to 
do otherwife than provide for a ftate of 
defence ?>—When lord Whitworth, at 
Paris, demanded, on the part of his 

overnment, an explanation of the

‘I have juft time to tell you, that on 
the very day intended for our departure, 
a floop of war arrived with orders for 
us, to keep the Cape till’ further ad- 
vices from England.—What can be 
the caufe you beft know on your fide of 
the water. God fend us home fafe and 
foon. Adicu.’
